Senator Morgan Introduces a Resolution for 
: That Purpose, 

WASHINGTON, December 13,—Mr. Morgan 

offered in the senate the following joint reso- 


lution,. which was read in full, and laid over 
till tomorrow : 


Resolved, by the senate and house . 
tives of the United States pI 28 a0 Boat epee 
assombled, thatthe United States of America con- 
gratulates the people of Brazil on their just and 
peace!ni assumption of the powers, duties and re- 
spousibilities of self-government, based upon the 
free consent of the governed, as expressed in their 
repudiation of monarchical rule, and in their re- 
cent adoption of a republican form of gor- 
eroment; and that the United States of Bra- 
zi is, by this ner, recognized as a lawful and 
rightful government; and that said republic ie, of 
right, entitled to the exercises and enjoy interna- 
tional comity and all the benefits of the laws of ne- 
tions, as a sovereigu power, and the bene‘t of al 
rights, privilegesand advuntages undsr tle exis’ 
ing treaties that were conciuded between the 
United States of Amertea and the late empire of 
Brazil; and that this declaration of the state of pub- 
lic lawsin the United Statesof America shall be 
notified to the United States of Brazil by the presi- 
cent; and thatthe president by his proclamation; 
Shall requite the people and government of the 
United States and of the several states and all. per- 
sons in authority therein to recognize the flag of the 
Uuited States of Brazil asthe flag ofa free, sover- 
eign and independent state. 

Mr. Blair, from the committee on edneation and ~ 
labor, reported baek his bill to. previde for the 
establishment aud temporary stpport of common 
schoois, and gave notice that assoon as possible— 
after the clase of the boliday recess—he would call 
itup furaction. lt was placed on the calendar.

ov. itis explicitly stated that the training of per- 
sons of different colors to become teachers shall not 
be required inthe same schools. 

The only other business of a striking character 
Was the introduction of Mr. Morgan’s resolution for 
t!e recognition of the Uuited States of Brazil, 
which is given elsewhere. 

After the introdnetion ofa few bills and resolu- 
tions of inquiry, the senate went into executive 
session and at four o'clock adjourned.

WaAsuHINGTON, December 18.—The senate 
concurrent resolution providing for a holiday res 
cess, Was laid before the house by the speaker, and 
it was referred to the committee on ways and 
means, 

Senate ainendments to the house joint resolution 
for printing the agrieullural report was agreed to. 

Mr. MeKin'tey, of Ohio, from the committee on 
Ways and meas, reported the concurrent resolu- 
tion fora holiday recess from December 2ist until 
January 6th. Agreed to—152 to 36.

IN THE ROBBERY OF A RAILROAD TRAIN 


McClung Purns States Evidence, and Gives 
the Full Story of the Robbery of the 
Train—Burrow’s Wheresabouts. 


Mosite, Ala., December 18.—[Special.}— 
Rube Smith and James McClung, arrested by 
Detective Jackson fiast Saturday at Amory, 
Miss., had a preliminary hearing at Waynes- 
boro, Miss., by Hon. R. 8. Burke, on the 
charge of robbing the Mobile and Ohio train at 
Bnckatuuna, in September, when the express 
and mail messengers were held up. District 
Attorney Neville conducted the prosecution. 

Neil McAllister, a negro, of Buckatunna, 
identified Smitn as one of the 
party who were scen _ loitering near 
that plac prior to the rolbery in 
the character of trappers. His testimony 
was, that he was positively certain that Smith 
was one of the three, and that the-party.dig+ 
appeared on the morning oftherobbery. Rigid 
cross-exaniination failed to shake his testi- 
mony in the least. 

M’CLUNG TELLS THE STORY. 

James McClung, the man arrested. with 
Smith, was then placed on the stand, Prior to 
this Smith did not know that McCleng was in 
town, and wien he saw him, he turned deadly 
pale. Recovering himsélf, his face topk the 
look of ademon. McClung testified as to how 
long he had known Smith, where-he met him, 
and how he had gone inte the In-’ 
dian territory with him, after Smith 
and Rube Burrows had done the job of 
robbing the train. The witness gave a full 
account of the Buckatunna. robbery, and said 
that Smith and Rube had taken it, to- 
gether with the third man, whose name he 
would not mention. McClung says that 

SMITH TOLD THE STORY 
in explanation of tiie large amount of money 
he (Smith) hadon his person when the two 
were traveling together. V’itness had not 
read the account of the robbery in the papers, 
nor did he talk to any one but Smith concern- 
ing the affair. He swore that he did not even 
know where Buckatunna was, yet the story 
herelated of the robbery, as obtained from 
Smith, was substantially in line with the 
accounts of the daring robbery, and correct in 
all its particulars. 
THE PRISONER SCARED. 

Smith, whose demeanor had been stelidiy 
indifferent up to this time, was perceptibly 
frightened at this portion of his companion’s 
testimony, and he appeared ill at ease for some 
time after. McClung stated further that he 
had had a meeting last week with the leader 
of this desperate gang—Reuben Burrow, the 
outlaw, robber and murderer. He also swore 
that an avreement had been made between him- 
self, Smith and Rube to meet at Amory, on the 
Kansas City road, for the supposed 
purpose of - participating some other 
desperate deed. Sinith and witness 
went to the piace designated, and 
were met there Thursday by Burrow; that 
same day, however, they parted, and Rnbe went 
back to Lamar county.

A little more than 160,000-of this is now in 
operation in the United States alone.

Bear in mind, too, that it is less than seventy- 
51X years now since the first steam engine made 
its first trip with a train of cars. 

And the railway scientific journals are even 
now discussing the plan to build ‘a railway to 
the Jungfrau, the ‘Snow King’’ of the Alps.

es The Railway Age, for December, reprints a 

Practical Treatise on Railroads and Carriages,’’ 
published in 1825, by Thomas Tredgo'd, a noted 
civil engineer of New York. The book reads like a 
story of the old time alchemists. 

““‘Hitherto,”’ the author begins, “canals have been 
chiefly employed forthe convenience of internal 
traffic; and where heavy goods are to be moved, 
they present such important advantages that the 
use of other modes of conveyance has been scarcely 
thought of till within the last two or three years. 
Now. intercourse by means of railways engages a 
considerable share of attention. . ° ad 

When acarriage has more than four wheels, the 
body must be sustained so thatits pressure may be 
d.vided equaily among the wheels, In case where 
eight wheels are applicd to support one body, if 
the body rests upon the wheel frame, of each set of 
four wheels, in the middle of its length, and {is con- 
nected with those frames so as to allow the greatest 
possible change of level on the rails, it is obvious 
that each wheel must bear an equal pressure.

The 
load on each wheel must be limited to suit the 
Strength of the rails; it will seldom exceed two 
tons on a wheel, nor be less than half aton. The 
size of the axles may therefore vary from 2.2 
inches to 35 inches, Perhaps the miost advau- 
tageous load will be about 144 tons on each wheel, 
which will requirean axis of three inches in diam- 
eter.”’

Wanted—An American mir 

The peaceful revolution that made an 
American republic of the empire of Brazil 
bas already become a matter of history; but, 
eofaras the government of the United 
States is concerned, no such event has oc- 
curred. No notice whatever has been taken 
of this important change in the life of a 
mation. Inacasual way, some of the or- 
gwans of the administration have suggested 
that it would be well for the state depart- 
‘ment to go slow inthe matter of recogniz— 
‘Ang the Brazilian republic in any shape or 
form. 

The result is that the people of Brazil, 
who desire to follow in the footsteps of the 
people of this country, have not received 
the slightest expression of sympathy from 
the United States, and they have no means 
of knowing whether they have the moral 
support of this country in their efforts to 
establish a popular government. 

The course of Russia, in breaking off all 
diplomatic relations with the republic of 
Brazil, is, in effect, a direct challenge to the 
republie of the United States, and the 
failure of this government to recognize it as 
such will be entirely due to the narrow- 
minded, weak and unpatriotic administra- 
tion of Mr. Harrison. The administration 
would have met the views of the people of 
this country if it had promptly taken cog- 
nizance of the determination of Brazil to 
rid itself of a monarchical form of govern- 
ment, and it would meet them now by ad- 
ministering a prompt rebuke to the brutal 
Gespotism of Russia in the shape of a cor- 
dial recognition of the Brazilian republic. 

All this leads us to inquire once more as 
to the whereabouts of Brother Blaine—the 
great man with his tremendous American 
policy. What has becomeof him? It was 
thought at one time that his American 
policy was much too big to be concealed in 
the state department, but now it seems to 
be no bigger and no more dangerous than a 
toy balloon that has been keptin a hot room 
over night. If Brother Blaine’s American 
policy has ever been robust enough to dis- 
play any vitality sincs it was stuffed into 
‘the cabinet, it no doubt met the fate of 
Brother Blaine himself and found a com- 
fortable resting place at the bottom of Mr. 
Harrison’s waste-basket. 

Meanwhile the country would like to see 
an American administration in power at 
Washington. 


Farms for a Song. 

A New Yorker writes to the Evening 
Post that when he saw New England farms 
advertised at ten dollars an acre on easy 
terms he was tempted to purchase, but he 
waited and invested inasouthern farm 
offered for the same money. 

The New Yorker is well pleased with his 
bargain. He finds that the roads around 
his new home are bad—mere strips of mud 
in the winter—and there are other incon- 
veniences, but altogether the climate, soil 
and other advantages loom up overwhelm- 
ingly against a New England farm. 

The Evening Post correspondent is so 
well satisfied with his purchase that he 
urges other New Yorkers to organize parties 
and companies and invest in southern 
farms. Everywhere in the south cheap 
lands are on the market, and besides the 
agricultural possibilities there are openings 
for the manufacture of biick, glass, terra 
cotta, fine pottery, fire brick, and many 
more useful and luxurious necessities, to 
gay nothing of big industries like quarrying 
and nifning. 

Even farming for fun, says this writer, is 
a fine thing, and nowhere can it be done 
more cheaply than in the south. It would 
pay a business man in a northern city to 
own a southern farm for fun, and elbow- 
room, and solid comfort and health. It 
would be a good place for a family to 
pojourn during either the winter or summer, 
and aman whocould not afford it simply 
as a pleasure resort would soon make it pay 
by giving it a little attention. 

This amateur city farmer writes in a 
ight and sportive vein, but he is in earnest 
about one thing—he advises his northern 
friends notto be tempted by the cheap 
farms advertised in New England when 
Bhey can do better by going south. He 
a6% not complain of social ostracism, 
prejudice or lawlessness. Being a sensible 
man, and nota south-hater, he has found 
mone of these unpleasant things, and he 
does not appear to be aware of their ex- 
istence.

I can furnish proof that I was 
mustered into the Sixty-third Georgia regiment, 
Company D., in September 1863, and carried a gun 
and did a man’s duty until June 24, 1864, when I 
was w@unded at the foot of little Kepesaw moun- 
tain, I layin prison at Camp Chase, O., until May 
11, 1865. As to my capture, I was clubbed over the 
head with a gun and mage a prisoner while insen- 
sible. My skull was smasbed in. Some of the bone 
has come out. Itproduced instant paralysis, from 
which I only partly recoverca. At the instance of 
some of my friends 1 applied for some of the allow.

I, with my regiment got 
to Mannassas Junction at 12 o’clock the night be - 
fore the fight on Sunday, July 21, 1861. I served in 
the Virginia army eighteen moaths, and I was dis- 
charged because I was under age and came home 
in October 1862 and enlisted in the following Jan- 
uary and was 15 _— old the next month, which 
was February. I was in the cavalry the rest of the 
war under Forrest. I wasin the Georgia campaign 
from Adairsville to Atlanta andthen went with 
Hood up into the Tennessee campaign, I was 
never wounded nor captured nor in the hospital 
but a short while, so you Can see that I saw the ele- 
phant. I heard the late lamented Jeff Davis make 
a speech to our regiment the evening after the first 
battle of Manassas, and with others of his followers 
I sincerely mourn the death of our great chieftain.

AND DI8CUSS PLANS FOR THE 
STATE EXCHANGE, 


President Felix Corput Reports on the Con- 
dition of the Work in Hand—A Harmo- 
nious and Satisfactory Meeting. 


Georgia’s farmers were well and ably repre - 


.sented in Atlanta yesterday. 


In response to a call of President Felix Cor- 
put, the county trustee, stockholders of the 
alliance exchange assembled to discuss mat- 
ters of importance to the order generally, and 
the alliance exchange in particular. 

~ The delegates are among the most promi- 
nent farmers in the state, and are a credit to 
the communities from which they come. The 
principal business of the meeting isto mark 
out the policy of the board of direetors of the 
exchange, it being essentially the annual meet- 
ing .contemplated _in the  constitation 
of the order, which should have been held last 
August. As the exchange, which has since 
been located in Atlanta, had not been organ- 
ized at that time, the policy could not be de- 
termined, of course, and therefore the meeting 
was necessarily deferred. 

At 10 0’clock the body was called to order 
in the hall of the chamber of commerce, Colo- 
nel L. F. Livingston being called to the chair.

President Corput, of the Alliance exchange, 
opened the business {of the meeting by pre- 
senting his statement in regard to the condi- 
tion of the exchange. 

His presentation of its claims as a benefac- 
tor to the farmer, and the good already evi- 
dent by its organization, was forcible and 
pointed. In explaining the business methods 
of the cxchange, Mr. Corput stated that bonds 
hadbeen taken from the various officers and that 
the alliance could feel confident that it would 
be conducted honestly and in the best interests 
of the order. Hesubmitted plans and sug- 
gestions for the conducting of the excchange 
which would be ofvalue in extending its use- 
fulness and in bringing it close to §the people 
in its benefits. 

After discussing Mr. Corput’s report and 
suggestions at length, he was heartily indorsed 
in the main in what he had outlined. 

The discussion of President Corput’s report 
occupied the entire morning session. Atl 
o’clock the meeting took a recess until half- 
past two. 

The afternoon session, and also the night 
session, was devoted to the hearing of reports. 
Secretary Dr. L. S. Ledbetter, of Polk county, 
submitted his report, showing that $60,000 had 
already been paid into the treasury by the sev- 
eral alliances, on the first and second install- 
ments. In February next the third insta)]l- 
ment will be called for, and the amount then 
will probably go up to $100,000 in the treasury, 
and it is expected that on the fourth and last 
installment the required $150,000 will be real- 
ized with trouble. 

Mr. W. A. Broughton, treasurer of the exe 
change, made his report showing the financial 
condition of the alliance. It was entirely sat- 
isfactory, and was heard with gratification. 

Mr. J. O. Wynn, in his report as business 
agent of the exchange, gave some valuable 
information touching on the exchange, as it 
would especially benefit its members. He 
agreed with the plans expressed by President 
Corput, and predicted that when put in 
4 gp the farmers of Georgia and members 

ofthe alliance would begin to realize the 
fruits of their organization. 

The meeting of the trustees was entirely 
harmonious, and the members express them- 
selves as highly pleased atthe prospects for 
the alliance. 

All business was concluded, and at 9:30 
o’clock at night the meeting adjourned sub- 
ject to the call of the president. 


THE LATE DR, J. R. KENDRICK. 


In the death at Poughkeepsie of Rev. James 
Ryland Kendrick, D: D., the Baptist denomination 
loses one-of its most eloquent and scholarly repre- 
sentatives, The deceased was born in Poulterey, 
Vermont, April 21, 1821, and after thorough train- 
ing at Madison university, Hamilton, N. Y., and 
graduation at Brown university under President 
Francis Wayland, he located in Georgia, where his 
attainments gaye him prominence. Dr. Kendrick’s 
first important charge was at Macon, Ga, 
and his next at Charleston, S& OC 
Here the Citadel f&quare Baptist church 
a noted and beautiful structure wrecked by the 
earthquake of 1886, was built for and dedicated by 
him. He was pastor of this church when the civil 
war began. When Charleston became unsafe from 
bombardment, Dr. Kendrick removed into Georgia, 
preached and taught at Madison, and wasthere ia 
1865 when peace was declared. Inthe autumn of 
1865 he was called to the Tabernacle Baptist church 
of New York city, and remained several years its 
yasior. From New York he was called to the

river, Ofthis church the Vassar family were mem- 
bers and Dr, Kendrick became entrenched in their 
confidence.

GLEN M’CORD FOUND GUILTY OF 
PERJURY ASECOND TIME 


And John L. Conley Convicted of Selling 


Trial—Twvu Interesting Cases. 


The Conley case was concluded in the city 
court yesterday, and a verdict foand in favor 
of the state. 

As required by the law governing the pas- 
sing of judgment in such cases, Mr.Conley was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $6,152.98, twice the 
amount of property in litigation, or in de- 
‘fault, to serve twelve months on the public 
works. 

The charge ‘against Mr. Conley was selling 
mortgaged property without the consent of the 
mortgagee, and the trial concluded yesterday 
wasthe second in which a verdict was ren- 
dered in favor of the state. 

Mr. Conley was represented by Messrs, D. 


was conducted by Solicitor F. M. O’Bryan and 

Reuben <Arnola, Jr. Solicitor O’Bryan’s 

speech before the jury was one of the ablest he 

has yet made. It covered all the points in 

this very complicated. case, and, as at the first 

trial, was largely instrumental in obtaining 

+the conviction. 
On announcement of the finding, notice was 


made, and the case will probably go to the 
supreme court. 

The history of the Conley case, out of which 
several other issues have sprung, is somewhat 
complicated, and not altogether uninteresting. 
In 1883 Mr. Marcellus E. Thornton brought 
action in trover to recover certain prop- 
erty from Mr. Conley, the old Post Appeal 
printing outfit, which had come into his poses- 
sion through a procedure which afterward 
proved invalid. Mr. Conley was required to 
give bond for the property, pending the hear- 
ing of the case in the Aupreme court. Mr. M. 
E, Maher was one of his bomasmes, receiving 
as surety an indemnity mortgage on the print- 
ing material. 
Conley, and his bondsmen had to pay, Mr. 
Maher's share being $3,076.49. 

In May, 1888, before a settlement of his 
account with Mr. Maher, Mr. Conley sold the 
printing outfit, without the eonsent of the 
mortgagee. On trial of the suit brought

against Mr. Conley by Mr. Maher for the re- 
covery of the amount of the mortgage held by 
him on the property that had been disposed 
of, Mr. Conley was convicted. A new trial 
was granted, and the case stood on the docket 
until it was called, atthe request of the de- 
fense, last Monday. 


The McCord Case. 


Judge Marshall J. Clarke is rushing the trial 
of Glenn McCord. Tuesday night the court 
remained in session hearing testimony until 
haif past 9 o’clock, and last night another ses- 
sion was held. 

The case was given to the jury last night, 
and the verdict will probably be announced 
this morning, unless something unlooked for 
occurs to cause a hitch inthe finding. Most of 
yesterday was taken up in hearing evidence. 
In the afternoon Colonel Reuben Arnold and 
Mr.Ladson made argument for the prisoner,and 
at night Solicitor Hill closed for the state. All 
the speeches were direct and forcible—the 
points, however, being almost identical with 
those brought out inthe two former trials. 
The evidence and arguments were all directed 
to proving whether or not Gresham was armed 
at the time of the shooting by Eddleman, and 
toa casual listener, or one not familiar with 
the facts, it would have appeared to be a trial 
of Eddleman himself. By the defense, the fact 
that McCord was on trial, was almost 
ignored, and everything introduced was to 
show that the killing of Gresham was justi- 
fiable, The main, point, or rather a part of 
the testimony that was really conflicting was 
the evidence of Dr. C. C. Green. He swore 
at each trial that the breeches of Gresham 
were cut, apparently by a knife, and that his 
underclothing had also been cut. This was 
contradicted by witnesses for the state, and at 
one time a lively discussion arose between 
Colonel Arnold and Solicitor Hill in regard to 
the pantaloons mentioned, and which it will 
be remembered created such a sensation and 
played such an important part in the trial of 
Eddieman. 

Solicitor Hill’s speech and the charge of 
Judge Clarke were very able, and were lis- 
tened to by a large number of people who 
were in attendance at the trial throughout the 
day. 

McCord was as calm as usual when the case 
went tothe jury, and appeared confident of 
the result. His wife, mother and sister were 
with him in court yesterday up till the close. 

The case has attracted a great deal of in- 
terest and, since Monday, when it was taken 
up, the superior court room has been well 
filled with spectators. McCord’s age, and the 
circumstances surrounding the trial have 
added tothe interest. 

The jury returned at fifteen minutes to ten 
with a verdict of guilty. McCord received 
the news calmly, and made no demonstration 
of surprise ort disappointment. 

Judge Clark will pass sentence upon the 
prisoner today at half past twelve o’clock.
